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DETAILED ACTION 



Priority 



1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 



2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims are indefinite and incomplete because Claim 1 recite a method for 
"the open-loop and closed-loop control and documentation of a cleaning operation", but 
fails to recite any step needed to perform this. 

The only recited steps are adding an indicator, settings parameters and 
documenting the parameter settings. 

The claims are also indefinite because the term "the open-loop and closed-loop 
control and documentation" lacks proper antecedent basis. 

The claims are further indefinite because it is not clear what is meant by "the 
open-loop and closed-loop control and documentation" 

The claims are further indefinite because it is not clear how can the parameters 
for a step be set by comparative measurements. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
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The claims are further indefinite because it is not clear what is meant under 
"parameters". 

Claims 2, 6 and 8 are indefinite because it is not clear how can the mixture 
include only detergent. It is noted that Claim 1 requires the presence of the indicator. 

Claim 3 is indefinite because it is not clear how can the parameters for a step be 
set by comparative measurements. 

Claim 4 is indefinite because it is not clear what is referenced as "a solid form", "a 
liquid form" and "a gaseous form". 

Claim 5 is indefinite because it is not clear what is referenced as "a quantity of 
the mixture of cleaning medium". It is noted that Claim 1 requires the mixture to include 
the cleaning medium. 

Claim 7 is indefinite and incomplete because it lacks the steps of application of 
the mixture to goods and comparing the measurements. The claim is further indefinite 
because it is not clear how can the settings of the parameters be done based upon the 
determined quantity of the indicator. 

Claim 9 is indefinite because it is not clear what is meant by "a mixture emptying 
operation". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 

7. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 
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8. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over any one of US Patents 5,536,663, 
5,500,050, 4,783,314, EP 0362435 and WO 93/16225. 

In view of the indefiniteness of the claims the invention was examined at the best 
examiner understanding of what is claimed. 

The cited documents teach introducing detectable chemicals into a medium of a 
cleaning process and controlling the process based on the measurement of the 
chemicals. It is believed that the instant claims are anticipated or obvious over the 
teachings of these documents. 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US Patents No 3,669,891 and 5,370,743 are cited to show the 
state of the prior art with respect to methods for controlling cleaning processes using a 
detectable compound.
